1 . The prior art fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in connbination, at 
least on claims 1 ,17 and 20: A printed wiring board comprising: an insulator board 
having a via-hole, a first surface and a second surface that is opposite the first surface; 
first and second conductor patterns that are respectively located on the first surface and 
the second surface to cover the via-hole, and that include a metal; a unified conductive 
compound provided in the via-hole and including a first metal and a second 

metal having a higher melting point than a heating temperature required for 
interconnecting the first and second conductor patterns; and the first and second 
conductor patterns are electrically interconnected by the unified conductive compound 
and the first and second solid phase diffusion layers. Therefore, dependent claims 
2,4,16,18,19,21-24 are allowed.
